Some interesting weld on the wheat 
sields of Canada are given in a state- 
ment recently published by E. §. Hop- 
Kins, Meld Husbandman for.the Can- 


‘ adlan Irederal Department of Agricul- 


ture, which in part reads as follows: 
“As the value of the wheat crop 
on the prairie is normally about fifty 
per cent. of the total valuq of the en- 
tire annual agricultural aevaidion of 
the prairie provinces, it is interesting 
to learn how the yields of this import- 
ant .crop in Canada compare with 
those in other ‘countries.~ Briefly 
"Canada has a much higher 
ayerage yield per acre than any other 
important wheat exporting country. 
Some countries which Import wileat 
have a higher average yield per acre 


“than Canada, but there are only a few 


of these, such as the United Kingdom, 
Germany and Denmark, which have a 
yield considerably higher, while the 
total quantity produced by these 
countries is relatively very small. 
Moreover, the expense of producing 
wheat in these countries-is extremely 
high. ven such an important wheat 
producing country as France has an 
average yield of only two bushels per 
acre higher than Canada, while both 
lialy and Roumania have lower. yields 
per acre, 

“The average yield: per acre of 
wheat, over a period of 23 years, for 
the following chief exporting coun- 
tries of the world, is ag follows: Can- 
ada 17.8 bushels; United States 14.1; 
India 11.8; Argentine 10.6; and Aus- 
In Russia the average 
yield over a period of 15 years was 9.4 
bushels--per- acre. It will be seen, 
therefore, that Canada enjoys some 
considerable advantage over other ex- 
porting couutries. This advantage is 
due in part to a natural adaptation of 
wheat to-the soil and climate in this 
country, and, also, to improved meth- 
ods of cultivation as well as to better 
varictics of wheat. which have been 
introduced by scientific agriculture.”

Canada’s livestock industry is on the 
upgrade again, seven years after the 
war, so J. H. Grisdale, Deputy Minis- 
ter of Agriculture at Ottawa, told the 
Western Canada Livestock Union con- 
vention.

Twelve Thousand Million Tons Ex- 
tracted Up to Present Year 
Although the underground wealth of 
such countries as China, Austria, 
Brazil and the United States is great, 
the greatest heritage of all is that of 
the British Isles.

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-Retting Flax Siraiy For Fibre 


New Method Called the Kayser 
Process Has Been Tested 


There has been little change for| 


many years in the system of retling 


flax and hemp for the production of 


fibre for manufacturing purposes. It 


has’ long been the custom to spread, 


the hemp or flax straw on pasture 
fields for due-retting or submerging 
the crop in ponds.. These two meth- 
ods being slow and unsuitable where 
large amounts of straw must be ret- 
ted, new methods of retiing are be- 
ing studied. The Fibre Division of 
the Experimental Farms has made a 
test of a new method called the Kay- 
ser process. It involves the addition 
of a bacterial culture to the retting 
water, which is kept at 77 degrees 
Fahrenheit. Tho work was done 
during the winter months. The dry- 
ing of the crop after the retting had 
been completed was done in a room 
kept at a temperature of approximate 
ly 55 degrees If, This induced cufli- 
ciently slow drying-to prevent injury 
to tho-fibre. After drying was com- 
pleted strength tests were made and 
the straw was broken and seulched-in 
the usual manner. The fibre obtain- 
ed by this method of retting turned 
oul very green in color and although 
of good strength was of a harsher na- 
ture than fs favored by spinners. 


Will Hold Resources 


Provinces Masters of Natural 
sources and Soil Says Quebec 
Premier 

With the declaration that public 
opinion in Quebee is unfavorable to 
the exportation, Premier Taschereau 
declared in. the legislature that the 
prov ince ‘would fight to the limit any 
effort on the part of the federal -gov- 
ernment to export hydro power. He 
declared that any contracts entered 
into to this end would be made at the 
risk of the contracted parties, and sug- 
gested that United States interests es- 
tablish their plants in Quebec, .and 
thus avoid any complications that 
might eventually ensue. . 

“I believe that the provinces are 
masters of their natural resources 
and their soil,” stated the premier. 
“It is a very diMcult matter for the 
federal government to regulate such 
matters, necessarily in a general way, 
when such provision might suit one 
province and be disastrous to the 
other. In my opinion it is absolutely 
necessary to define the rights of the 
two authorities, provincial and 
federal.”

Mineral Production In Canada Rien Prodi renmen Drowght 


Total Estininted “Vatu Value Is Placed At 
- $205,462,000 For 1924 

The total estimated yalue of all min- 
cral production in Canada during 1924 
was $205,462,000, according to a pre- 
liminary estimate recently issued by 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. 
Gold, lead and Zine production in Can- 
ada touched new high levels last year, 
while silver, nickel and copper show- 
ed gains In production over 1928. It 
was a great year for the mines, for 


the value of primary metals produc- |

ed in Canada in 1924 reached $98,000,- 
000-—-an advance: of nearly $14,000,900 
over ihe total value for 1923. 

Gold production reached 1,525,000 
fine ounces, valucd at $31,522,000;. On- 
tario mines contributed — 1,280,000 
ounces. Silver bullion was 1,700,000 
ounces higher at a total of 20,363,5 
ounces, valued at~$13,644,000; about 
one-half of this was from Ontario 
mines and most of the rest from Brit- 
ish Columbia. Nickel production ad- 
vanced from 61,890,000 pounds to 69,- 
250,000 pounds. Copper production 
reached a tolal of 101,565,000 pounds 
or 16 per cent. above the 1928 pro- 
duction. Lead established a new high 
record at 168,718,500 pounds and zinc 
reached a new level at 90,000,000. 


Exporting Canadian Potatoes 


Maritime Provinces Have Developed.a 
New Market 

A notable feature recently has beech 
the arrival in England of large ship- 
ments of Canadian potatoes, writes 
Trade Commissioner Harrison Watson, 
London, England, in a recent issue of 
the official Commercial. Intelligence 
Journal. These have been consigned 
to several ports in the United IKing- 
dom, and although no definite figures 
have so far been issued, the receipts 
up to date must amount to at least 
3,000 tons. ‘This is an entirely new 
trade and it is chiefly due to the en- 
terprise shown by some important 
Maritime Province shippers. It fs 
understood that the prices being real- 
ized, while not leaving any excessive 
margin for profit, are satisfactory to 
shippers. This trade has served to 
introduce to British importers a Cana 
dian variety of potato—the “Green 
Mountain”—the excellence of which is 
being universally recognized. 


Scotland Protects Forests 


Does Not Want to Depend on Foreign 
Timber 

Over 100 millions of young trees and 
seedlings are in the nurseries of the 
Forestry Commission-- in Scotland. 
These are to be utilized to make good 
the denudations of the war and to less- 
en as far as possible this country’s 
dependence upon foréign timber. Dur- 
ing the war 260,000 acres of wood- 
lands in Scotland were denuded of 
their crops. ‘The Forestry Commis- 
sion, which started operations a year 
after the Armistice, has already affor- 
ested 14,509 acres, and has another 
4,500 acres on the programme for this 
feason. 


Alberta Highways 


Hundred Miles of Main Roads 
Completed 

About 400 miles of main highways 
were completed in Alberta during 1924 
under the five-year programme author- 
ized by the legislature last season, 
which contemplates a total expendi- 
ture of $8,500,000. The work was 
done on the chief tourlst highways in 
the provinee, and as a result a total 
$250,000 has been earned by the 
provineo of ithe Federal Ald Grant.

Playing Cards Were Used As Cash In 
1714 

Playing cards were currency in Can- 
ada a little more than 200 years ago. 
A jack of diamonds or a six of spades 
with the signature of the Governor of

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| Growing Flax For Fibre 

| Harvesting Begins 

; In growing flax for the production 
of fibre it is important to allow the 
!crop to advince to a certain stage ot 
maturity before harvesting begins. 
;According to an experiment carried 
on by the Division of Mconomic Fibre 
Production of the Experimental Farme, 
the flax crop harvested on August 21 
paee only-gave a greater yleld per acre 
of seed, fibre and tow, but the fibre 
was of better quality than that taken 
from the, crop harvested one and two 
iweeks earlier, respectively. The 
\; variety used was Riga Blue and at the 
time of latest pulling the seed haa 
Ire ached maturity. The quantity of 
fibre did not differ greatly from the 
three pullings, the yields of scutehed 
‘fibre per acre being 880.5 pounds for 
the first pulling, 879.9 pounds for the 
second pulling, and 462 pounds for the 
;third. The yield of scutched fibre per

Construction of Their Buildings 
Responsible 
Tire underwriters of the United 


States, secking an explanation. of the 
remarkable increase in fire losses in 
that country—more than $37,000,600 
worth of property went up in smoke in 
November—claim to have discovered 
that two-fifths of the losses were due 
to poor construction of buildings. ‘This 
may be true of conditions in the Unit- 
ed States, but it does not provide the 
reason for the increase in Canada’s 
fire losses. Just as Canadians seem 
io have a higher respect for the law 
than do their brethren in the United 
States, so do the representatives of 
the bullding trades here seem-to have 
a higher regard for their responsibili- 
tics to the public and to the state. 
Canadians visiting the United States 
are amazed at the number of “jerry 
buildings” seen. American visitors 
to this country are equalty impressed 
by the splendid type of buildings be- 
ing erected here. When bricklayers 
and plasterers, carpenters and plumb- 
ers receive salaries that rival the 
stipends of bank presidents—as_ they 
do in the United States—it may be 
that contractors consider {t part of 
the game to thin out the concrete mix- 
ture and lo substitute wood for steel. 
It may be that their theory is that 
the house that’s built to burn away 
will have to be buill another day. The 
underwriters’ report is a sad indict- 
ment of the general contracting busi- 
nes sacross the  border.-—Hamilltou 
Spectator.
